Counting of ballots for the 24 mem- 
bers of the Business Men's League who 
are to serve on the Executive Com- 
mittee was begun Wednesday. When 
tabulation of these votes is completed, 
the committee and the newly elected 


officers will elect a secretary and 
treasurer. 

James E. Smith, for years vice- -presi- 
dent of the league, is the new presi- 
dent. He was unanimously elected 
after a banquet at the Mercantile Club 
Tuesday evening. Cyrus P. Walbridge, 
whom he succeeds, did not wish _ re- 


election. Mr. W albridge has been presi- 
dent six years. 

Other officers were unanimously 
#lected, as follows: 

Vice-president, Corwin H. Spencer; 
second vice-president, Oscar L. White- 
law; third vice-presiden?, W. K. Ka- 


vanaugh; foairth vice-president, Manley 
G. Richmond; fifth vice-president, Mur- 
ray Carleton. 

W. F. Saunders. secretary and general 
manager of the league, read the report 
of the Executive Committee, showing 
that the organization has had a pros- 
perous and successful vear. 


Hill Remembers Figures. 


The feat of memory performed by 


Walker Hiil, who, without reference to 


manuscript, reported on the league's 
financial condition and prospects, fur- 


nished the occasion for vigorous ap- 
plause. The treasurer's report dealt 


with a mass of figures covering nuiter- 
ous items of income and expense during 
the year. Mr. Hill, however, did not 
content himself with ‘‘round numbers,” 
but gave the amount of each debit and 
credit in dollars and cents. 

Mr. Hill's exhibit shows a prosperous 
condition of affairs in the enee's 
fiances. The salient figures are 
ceipts from dues, $35,656; refunds, $157. 87; 
interest on accounts, $900; paid out, $25,- 
199.64; on hand at the date of the report, 
$41,560.50. .The league began the year 
1905 with a balance of $30,048.27. 

An echo of the fight for a municipal 
free bridge, waged in the membership 
of the league, was heard in the report 
of the Committee on State and Munici- 
pal Legislation, submitted by T. 8. Mc- 
Pheeters. 

He referred to the committee’s orig- 
inal advocacy of a free wagon bridge as 
the league’s solution of the problem 
of the bridee arbitrary, then told of the 
league's action in dissenting from that 
recommendation.

CHICAGO WILL OBSERVE 
FRIDAY WITH MOURNING 


CHICAGOs Jan. 17.—Out of respect to 
the memory of -Marshall Field, who 
died yesterday in New York, the Field 
wholesale and retail establishments in 
Chicago were closed today and will re- 
main closed until Saturday. 

The stores in State street, Chicago's 
greatest retail street, and probably the 


larger establishments elsewhere in the 
business district, wil be closed for two 
hours Friday, the day of his funeral. 
The directors of the Field Museum of 
Natural History have ‘ordered the in- 
stitution closed all day Friday. Attaches 
of the Museum will wear badges of 
mourning for 30 days. 
Last Financial Benefice. . 


The last act of. Marshall Field in the 
world of local finance, in which he had 
become a dominant figure in recent 
years, was in connection with the im- 
pending failure of the Walsh banks. It 
was through his influence and at his 
suggestion that the Clearing Hovs 
Committee adopted the plan of liquida- 
tion which was put into effect when 
the institutions closed. Mr. Field pre- 
vented a financial crash and a panic 
that might have dragged down a score 
of local banking houses. 

The committee had been in session 
with Comptroller of the Currency 
Ridgely for hours, vainly striving to 
agree on a solution of the impending 
disaster. It was late at night before 
Mr. Field was appealed to. ‘He went 
from his residence to where the Cnhi- 
cago financiers were in session. 

The situation was briefly outlined, 
and he immediately proposed the solu- 
tion. Several of the committee § de- 
murred to accenting the responsiblil- 
ity for the deposits of the Walsh 
banks. 


Field’s Solution Accepted. 


Mr. Field pointed wut the shock to 
Chicago's financial credit if the banks 
should be permitted to fail, and insist- 
ed that his plan be adopted. It has 
been stated that he even declared he 
would gs ahead himself if the banks 
would not. 

The committee and the Comptroller 
adopted the plan and the financial 
credit of the city and thousands of 
dollars of deposits were saved. 

“We had divided up into groups and 
zone into separate rooms to discuss 
rossible solutions,” said James H. 
Mekels yesterday. “Every hour we 
seemed to be getting further from an 
agreement. Finally Mr. Field arrived, 
proposed the. only rossible solution, 
and the affair of millions was settled 
ina few minutes.” ;

Present Rate 13 Cents, but 
Companies Say Expense 
Is 24 Cents. 


It is likely that the Business Men’? 
League, the Manufacturers’ Association 
and kindred bodies will urge upon the 
Postmaster-General at Washington the 
necessity of a satisfactory renewal of 
contract with the United Railways Co. 
of St. Louls by which the street railway 
mafl service in this city shall not be 
discontinued, as is now threatened. 
Some time ago Postmaster Wyman 
received a notification from President 
Beégs of the United Railways that, un- 
less the Government increased the al- 
lowance for street railway mail cars the 
service would be discontinued July 1, 
1808. 
The present rate is 13. cents a mile for 
each car. The Postmaster-General has 
already recommended to- Congress that 
this be increased to 17 cents, but the 
local street .railway company contends 
that.the actual cost of the street railway 
mail service is 24 cents a mile. 
Postmas‘er Wyman concedes that this 
is correct, but contends that the Fed- 
eral protection accorded the street rail-' 
ways in time of strikes, owing to the 
street railway mail service, should be 
worth the difference between 17 cents 


and, 24 cents. The United Railway do 
not accept this argument, holding that 
now there is little danger of strikes. 

‘The contract under which the street 
railway inalil cars are operated expired 
in July, 190, but was extended to aJn. Il, 
16, and again to July 1, 1906. If the 
service is discontinued the postoffice will 
have to revert to the old system of col- 
lecting al Ithe city mail by wagons, 
which is a slower and more expensive 
process.

Judge William Jefferson Pollard, who 
has had much experience with the pro- 
prieors of jags of various degrees of in- 
tensity, does not take kindly to the rest 
cure idea. He thinks that the 
stations, as now conducted, practically 
fill the place that the philanthropist 

thinks is a long-felt want. Judge Pol- 
lard has successfully applied the pledge 
idea to the reformation of ‘‘booze-fight- 
ers,’ and he has great confidence in its 
efficacy. 

“When a man who has been imbibing 
too freely is brought before me,” said 
Judge Pollard, he has usually been 
locked up long enough to be sober and 
to fully understand his position. Should 
@ man be arraigned who is not in a con- 
dition to understand and explain, I con- 
tinue the case a day and give him a 
chance to sober up. He spends the in- 
tervening time in the police station. 

“Should a resort be fixed that would 
be too comfortable, too luxurious, and 
with too many advantages, there are 
many old topers who would acquire jags 
purely to have the chance to sober up 
in comfortable surroundings. 

All Should Be Treated Alike. 


“Anyone who vioaltes the law shou'd 
be arraigned before a judicial bar. 
Equality before the law is the safeguard 
of all. Law is no respecter of persons. 
With the exception of women and chil- 
dren and first offenders, and, of course 
they should not be incarcerated with 
hardened criminals, all should be treat- 
ed alike from the time of arrest until!

Mr. Smith was in a bad humor when 
he reached the Capitol, and, when the 
minority leader, John Sharp Williams, 
and Representative Babcock, the insur- 
gent leader, learned of his intemtions, 
they both advised against it. 


Feared a Stampede. 

Mr. Babcock told Mr. Smith that an 
attack made upon the President from 
the Democratic side of the chamber 
might stampede the Republican inmsur- 
gents, who would believe a partisan ad- 
vantage was being attempted. Mr. 
Williams agreed with Representative 


Babcock and Mr. Smith “has postponed 


his defense of the fair name of the 
people of Arizona. 

Representative Babcock, upon whom 
the President's first charge reflected 
most severely, has taken no action. He 
has advised the insurgents against do- 
ing anything until a further investi 
gation of the charges are made. Many 
of the insurgent members say they have

In his resolution introduced in the New York 
legislature demanding the resignation of Senator 
Depew, State Senator Brackett has raised vital is- 
sues on the subject of public office. He arraigned 
Senator Depew as a man who betrayed a trust in 
necepting money from the New York Equitable In- 
surance Co. without contributing services therefor, 
and in using his connection with the insurance com- 
pany to raise a political slush fund from the money 
which rightfully belonged to the widows and or- 
phans. He declared that Depew is “a prominent 
figure in a system of loot and public debauchery. 
The issues he suggests concern: 

}. The honesty of men elected to public office. 

The responsibility of a State for the character 
of its official representatives. 

These questions arise logically from the expos- 
ure of graft and corruption on the part of men 
holding public office and participating in the spoils 
of graft and corruption. When a State keeps in 
office a tainted man it participates in his taint. 
It approves of the offense of which he is guilty 
and debases the standard of public honor and 
honesty. 

The issue raised in New York with regard to 
Senator Depew should be raised in every State in 
the Union with regard to their representatives in 
and to every man who holds a_pub- 
li¢ office. 1f men who are known to be corrupt 
are kept in public office regardless of their taint, 
the exposures of corruption and the moral campaign 
growing out of them are yain.

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN. 

‘Two hundred years ago today—Jan. 17, 1706— 
Benjamin Franklin was born in Boston. 

“At that time the inhabitants of the colonies were 
Knglishmen. Franklin, however, was not an Eng- 
lishman, but an American, the first American, and 
his personal characteristics were so large and broad 
that they have become the American type. 
Franklin was the first man to think systematically 

success. And it is doubtful if any American ever 

achieved a legitimate, practical success except by the 
application of Franklin's principles. 

But Franklin was not merely successful. He was 
_—_-sfiecess. That is, in his personality were assembled 
all the great human qualities which are quite natu-

many, ranging from the stove to a new printing 
press. 

When the Revolutionary War broke out he was 
sent to Paris as envoy. He was the greatest Amer- 
ican and the Continental Congress chose him for 
that reason. But the Parisians recognized him as a 
great man of the world; and for nine years he 
played the game of diplomacy with consummate 
skill. 

Franklin’s wit, wisdom, shrewdness, practical force, 
mental quickness, were characteristics which have 
become known as peculiarly American. And his 1o- 
bility of mind and character has been the inspira- 
tion of Americans ever since. 

The capital fact in Franklin’s career is that every 
deed was public, not private, except, ¢ cf course, what 
he did while merely making a liying. He never did 
anything without an ethical purpose. He worked, 
not for himself, but for humanity. And to this day 
his works are part of the common stock of human 
welfare. 

It was Franklin’s good fortune that his contem- 
poraries recognized and acknowledged his worth. 
He had no enemies, because his enemies loved him. 
Even the English, who, during his stay in England 
as agent for the colony of Pennsylvania, denounced 
his public acts, were overcome by his large toler- 
ance and lofty’ ckaracter. 

If one would understand the American genius, let 
him study Franklin’s life, his words and works. 
But it ated not be forgotten that he was much more 


than an American. He was a citizen of the world, 


whose humanity was too rich and vital to be con- 
tained within a merely national frame of character. 
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All the contributors—more than 10,000 persons—to 
the Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival Fund are in- 
terested in the statement made by Mr. A. H. Fred- 
erick. chairman of the Executive Committee, con- 
cerning the receipts and expenditures for the Fes- 
tival of 1905. After a careful examination of the 
accounts, Mr. Frederick states that they are cor- 
rect and that the expenditures show a careful and 
economical application of the money ‘to the object 
for which it was given.

Although more 
money wes contributed than in any previous year, 
the expenditures exceeded_the collections, but, for- 
tunately the deficit was met by a surplus left over 
from Jast year’s fund and deposited at interest for 
the benefit: of the fund. The total collections this 
year were $6770.86, which, with the balance of 
$1452.91 in bank, made a total of $8223.77. The ex- 
penditures reached $6895.64, Jeaving a surplus to the 
credit of the fund of $1328.13. In addition to the 
there was volunteer service, not to be esti- 
mated in dollars and cents. The Festival was cost- 
ly, but unique and delightful. Other cities have 
basket distributions, but none has the complete 
combination of baskets for all the homes of the 
destitute, dinners for’ ‘all the homeless men and 
beautiful festivals and Christmas boxes and pres- 
ents for all the poor children, Its stimulating influ- 
ence upon the spirit of humanity and kindness; its 
promotion of the cause of human brotherhood, is in- 
calculable. All who participated in it as contributor 
or worker have reason to feel the highest gratifica-

On Saturday the English Liberals swept Man- 
chester, the capital of free trade thought and the 
center of a close-packed town population of 9,000,000 
human beings. On Monday, London, a strange com- 
bination of political conservatism and Redical mu- 
nicipal activities, dealt a heavier blow. Yesterday 
polling showed that the Liberal majority will be suf- 
ficient to carry out the fine program of Campbell- 
Bannerman. 

Britain has tired of cheap cynicism. The languid 
aristocrat with a monocle, whose word in foreign af- 
fairs is “Dessay, we shall muddle through somehow,” 
and whose yawning advice to the unemployed is 
“Think imperially, and we shan’t do so badly,” is 
an unfit leader of a Government, essentially demo- 
cratic, of poor men and women earning their daily 
bread in dead earnest. 

Fears of dearer food, unemployment, muddling 
with the schools, the 40,000 coolies in South Africa, 
won for the Rand millionaires at such fearful cost, 
all have their share in this revolt. 

Liberals all the world over should rejoice in the 
Tory downfall and hope that it heralds a like de- 
votion of the sentiment in other lands. There are 
signs that this is the case. 

May we not hope that a better era is now dawn- 
ing, and that in England the cure of unemployment, 
in Germany wider self-government for the people, in 
Russia the downfall of absolutism and in America 
the reformation of high finance and the cleansing of 
home politics may seem objects better worth our 
while than dreaming dreams of “glory” won by 
senseless wars abroad?

SIMPLE DINING 


BY EDWARD CARPENTER, 
“C) N THE whole, and for habit- 

ual use, I do not know what 

can be pleasanter or more 
nourishing than the cereals, milk, eggs, 
cheese, bread, butter, vegetables and 
fruits of all kinds, and they seem to me 
to stand by one for hard work and en- 
durance better than flesh. Excellent 
dishes can be compounded of these ma- 
terials, though probably the less of 
cooking there is the better. I am con- 
vinced there is a most abominable and 
idiotic waste of time in connection with 
this subject In all our well-to-do estab- 
lishments. Fancy a small household of 
five or six persons requiring a cook, |. 
€., &@ person engaged all day {fn prepar- 
ing food for them. It is out of all rea- 
son. 

“The orthodox dinner, reduced even 
to its lowest terms, involves, say, meat, 
two vegetables and a pudding—four 
dishes, all requiring cooking. The labor 
this represents per annum, and fist for 
one meal a day, is something fearful. 
And it is not a comfortable meal, let 
alone the disagreeable smells involved 
in its preparation—smells which neces- 
sitate sitting rooms being a long way 
from kitchens and houses altogether 
more extensive and cumbrous than they 
need be—it is a meal having no center 
of gravity; you cannot for the life of 
you tell the proper proportion these 
dishes bear to each other. 

‘Would it not be better to have just 
one dish (like the family bowl seen in 
Highland cabins and elsewhere), one 
dish combining in itself all needful qual- 
ities of nutrition and tastiness, with per- 
haps a few satellite platters around 
for any adjuncts or offsets that might 
seem appropriate? This central dish 
(the only one requiring immediate cook- 
ery), say some golden-orbed subStantial 
omelet or vast vegetable pie, or savory 
and nutritious soup, or solid expanse 
of macaroni and cheese, or steaming 
mountain of rice surrounded by stewed 
fruit, or even plain blow of freumentry, 
would represent the sun or central fire 
of our system, while round it In plan- 
etary order would circle such other 
viands as would give the housewife a 
minimum of trouble to provide—chunks 
of bread and cheese, figs, raisins, oat- 
meal cakes, fresh fruit or what not. 

“Here would no second relay of plates 
be necessary. and victuals which could 
not face each other on the table would 
not be forced into spiteful conflict with- 
ia the man. Even the knife and fork 
would aimost disappear, washing up 
would become an affair of a few min- 
utes, and the housSewife’s work before 
and after dinner be reduced to a trifle 
compared with what it is now. For it 
be remembered that with this 
whole matter hangs the question of 
woman's work. Woman is a slave, and 
must remain SO as long as ever our 
present domestic system is maintained. 
I say that our average mode of life, as 
conceived under the bourgeois idea] of 
society, cannot be kept up without per- 
petrating the slavery of woman. It is 
quite probable that in the mass she will 
resist the change, but it may have to 
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| come, nevertheless.”
